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L.RU TOI^MTOY 



THB GBNIOS OF RUSSIA. 

This great man is dead, but his 
soul is marching on; great thoughts 
never die. His venerable head, 
frosted by the Russian snows of 83 
years, from 1828, now quietly re- 
poses within his chosen sepulchre 
upon his own estate; but his inspir- 
ations, his spirit, his life, still exist 
in the minds and hearts of millions 
who loved him; the world of human- 
ity is immensely richer because of 
his active and noble life. As one of 
the most profound thinkers of our 
age, he belongs not only to Russia, 
but to the world, and all men can 
claim him as a brother. His is "one 
of the few immortal names that was 
not bom to die." If Genius is birth, 
if it is study, if it is hard toil, if it is 
intense, thorough, Tolstoy was a 
Genius. He was a prince of immor- 
tals and a king of men. He awak- 
ened Russia, and the world of hu- 
manity. Born to noble birth, he- 
redity, environment and Christianity 
moulded and developed a grand 
nature. 

Although in his earlier years he 
was almost if not quite an atheist, 
yet Christianity was the greatest 
factor in the evolution of Tolstoy. 
Few great thinkers or writers of 
modem times have lived, who were 
not more or less indebted to Chris- 
tianity for their be.st ethical ideas. 
Shakespeare, Bacon, Goethe, Carve- 
nets, Dante, Michael Angelo, Scott, 
Victor Hugo, Gladstone, Lincoln and 
even Voltaire, Rouan, and Tom 
Paine, were nurtured by the Bible. 
(Paine was the son of intelligent 
English Quaker parents. ) Born in- 
to a noble Russian family, Tolstoy 
had good home training and was 
educated and graduated with honors 
at the Kazan University. As a 
young man, manager for five years 
of his large landed family estates, 
he gained much agricultural, and 
practical exprerience. Following 
this period he became an officer 
upon the staff of Prince Gortscha- 
ko£f in the army of the Caucasus. 
In the Crimean War, he shone as 
a brilliant soldier, brave even to 
rashness, and won high praise by 
his courage and talent. In camp he 
was a genial " companion in arms" 
and highly prized for his bon hommic 
and social qualities in his battalion. 
When twenty-four years of age, he 
•wrote " Childhood and Youth," his 
first published book. His army ex- 
periences enabled him to write suc- 
cessively five books, ' Sevastopol," 
"The Invaders," " Pri-soner in the 
Caucasus," "The Wood-Cutting 
Expedition," and/" Meeting an Old 
Acquaintance." These establi.shed 
his literary reputation. Tolstoy en- 
larged his knowledge of men and 
the world, when about twenty-nine 
years of age, by travels in Germany, 
France and Italy, following which 
he published five more works— vt>, , 
" Polikouchka," "Alt*ert," " Luc- 
lemi," "Family Happiness," and 
"The Kreutzer Sonata. In 1862, 
he mai'ricd the talented daughter of 
an army surgeon, and lived upon his 
estates for eighteen years, engaged 
in practical agriculture, and study- 
ing the i>easant workers. 

Tolstoy, when about fifty years 
old, met with a great changes in his 
views and plans of life. During 
this period, also, he wrote his great 
work, "War and Peace," and his 
wonderful novel, "Anna Ka- 
renina," probably his greatest work. 
Hia thoughts uik>u the meaning of 
human life were substantially as 
found in the character and utterance 
of Levin in the latter chapters of 
Anna Karenina — viz., "We have all 
■come on earth by the will of God." 
' ' God so created man that each of us 
«an ruin or create his own soul." 
"To save his soul, he inu.ot live 
after God's word." "He must re- 
nounce something in life." "He 
must labor, be humble, endure, and 
be charitable to all men." "This, 
to the |)cople I have studied ap()ears 
to be the meaning of the whole 
system of faith given to simple W\yox- 
ing people around me, as it has come 
to them." This change of thought 
and feeling came to him through his 
intercourse with the Mujiks, (the 
peasantry). 

Tolstoy, at this period, began to 
renounce his usual manner of life 
and to share the harder tasks of his 
laborers. The Countess, his sensible 
wife, ?t^ ■ with many of his 

sociali.s , but not his ex- 

treme impracticable ideas. Although 



his children, except one devoted 
daughter, did lot accept his methods 
of benefiting the peasantrj" of Russia 
yet that did not abolish daily pleasant 
family intercourse to end of his life. 
Notwithstanding Tol.stoy's labors in 
the field, he found opportunity to 
write many books u|X)n .socialistic 
and reformatory subjects. Among 
them were, "The Death of Ivan II- 
litch," "Master and Man," and 
"The Re.surrection. ' ' The latter, in 
1899, a condemnation of the crimi- 
nal system of Russia. This by politi- 
cal influences caused his excom- 
munication by the Holy Synod, from 
the Orthodox Greek Church. 

This Church and state tyranny ex- 
cited tumults in his beJialf every- 
where in Ru.ssia. He bravely isused a 
manefesto against the judicial crimes 
of the government, in which he dis- 
tinctly announced that be would 
prefer being imprisoned or he hang- 
ed rather than by .silence be respon- 
sible for tyrannical cruelties. Here 
he set the world one more good ex- 
ample of unselfishness. Although 
excommunicated, Tolstoy remained 
true to the New Testament Chris- 
tianity, as he studied and under- 
stood it. In answer to a Priest, 
who wrote him to rejoin the church, 
he wrote. Dear Brother, About my- 
self I will say, all our human 
knowledge of God will always be im- 
perfect, * * * but I am afraid 
to lose what I have that gives me quiet 
and happiness. About union with the 
church, I submit that I have never 
separated myself from her, nor any 
of those churches that separate; 
nor from that Universal Church that 
unites all men in matiy, many 
lands, * * * and from her I am 
afraid to separate. * * * As we 
study the evolution of this great man, 
we are impressed with his pro- 
gress step by step froni human 
nature towards a spiritual nature, 
also by the grandeur of his character. 
He began life as an ambitions young 
man of wealth, culture and fashiou. 
Then he became an active house- 
holder and writer. After that an 
honorable and brave soldier. Subse- 
quently a man of family and large 
landed interests and influence. Then 
he became the brilliant author of 
many widely-read novels. From 
Atheistic principles, he evolved to- 
wards the faith he found in the teach- 
ings of Christ, and from being an art- 
ist and noveli.st, he became a philo- 
sopher, philanthropist and Chris- 
tian idealist. His ideas he once for- 
mulated, partly as follows : 

" True faith in God is not confin- 
ed to one ' Race or Creed.' Faith 
in God's goodness would lead all 
men in every land to live the life of 
the .soul. The laws of good and 
evil, proving the existence of God, 
I recognize in the depth of my 
heart, and I am united by them to 
all who like myself recognize them — 
a union of souls." As his life rolled 
on his benevolent mind expanded to- 
wards the whole world to aid man- 
kind in progress towards Truth. 

Whatever thoughtful men may 
think of Tolstoy, all must admire his 
great endeavors to solve the problem 
of human life. They will concede 
that his ideas have deepened faith in 
the world respecting God, and the 
grandeur of luiiiian destiny. The 
death of this good man has brought 
encomiunns from thoughtful men of 
all Christendom. One of the Rus- 
sian Bishops had the courage public- 
ly to say, " I consider Leo Nikola- 
vitch a deeply religious man and 
sincere Christian." The Czar wrote 
on the report of his death: " I 
heartily regret the death of this 
great writer, who embodied in the 
golden age of his talent, the types of 
his Fatherland, and thus constituted 
one of the glorious eras of Ru.ssia. 
May he find a merciful judge." 
Stolypin, the Premier, at the time of 
his funeral, said, "Tolstoy is not 
dead, he is immortal." The Presi- 
dent of the Duma, then in session, 
said: " A great sorrow has befallen 
the Fatherland. Tolstoy, the great 
thinker, artist, genius, the pride of 
Rus.sia, and the glory of mankind, is 
dead. May the merciful God open 
to him the Kingdom of heaven." 
The Duma adjourned one week to 
honor is memory. From the great 
outside world comes also univer.sal 
fine tributes to his worth. No other 
man of the last three decades has 
more truly won admiration during 
life or more sincere memorials in 
death throughout the Christian world 
than Tolstoy.

copal Church, Cleveland, O., his 
home cily. 

Dr. Mann was well and popularly 
known in the city. Intermittently 
he would appear here in minister to 
the little band of deaf-mutes who 
gathered each Sunday in the Trinity 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Sixth 
Avenue. The little band of silent 
folk love him devotedly. It includ- 
ed those of all denominations. 

Among the warmest frien<ls here 
of the dead clergymen were the 
clerks in the downtown hotel. Np 
matter how great the rush in the 
service, they always found ways and 
means of providing a comfortable 
room for tlio ajjed wt-ll-doer. Many 
little extra courtesies he i-eceived at 
their hands. He appeared here in 
the fall in very feeble condition. 
His friends the hot*l clerks, writing 
on hia pad, ur^ed him to retire that 
he might prolong his life. The 
words that smiled back at them 
from the pad and the eyes of the 
clergyman were: 

" My life lielongs to my children." 

Rev. Allabough, who will be 
ordained as Priest in the Spring, 
will succeed the late Rev. A. W. 
Mann to take charge of St. Mar- 
fiaret's Mij»8ion and other missions 
in the Pittsburg Diocese. We wish 
him good Inck and success in his 
new work.

Mr. Howard L Mltchael, 
craving for something original, in- 
vested in an "English Setter," 
bringing her all the way from Ohio. 
At the Lynn Dog Show, the past 
week, he got second award. It Is 
claimed he should have bad first, 
but the Judge was " Iwaght." 



Mr. Terry's statements concern- 
ing the Clipping Bureau call for 
some explanation lest my attitude 
in this matter l>e misunderstood. 

Under date of Sept. 80th, 1910, 
Mr. Regnsburg sent we a copy of a 
paper entitled "A Rapid Refer- 
ence Scheme," which he tiad sent 
to the Journal, explaning the plan 
and purpose of the Burea«, and an- 
nouncing that he had asked Mr. 
Terry to take charue of it. In a 
note he added that he took It for 
granted that there was no opposition 
from me or the Board to the plan 
proposed. 

In thisamnmption he was correct. 
I had no objection to it, provided 
the papers were willing to send free 
copies. As Mr. Rejjensburg had 
made the announcement, I did not 
consider it necessary for me to make 
any official statement on the subject. 

Then followed Mr. Terry's an- 
nouncements in the papers. 

On Octol)er a3d, Mr Terry sent 
me a bill for $1.86 for a filing book 
and other supplies for the Clipping 
Bureau. 

On November 6th, be sent me his 
resignation from the Clipping Bu- 
reau, I)ecau8e his eyes coold not 
stand the strain of reading the 
papers. 

A few days later he wrote me to 
withold his resignation, becanse Mr. 
Regensbnrg woold not accept It. 

I thought It strange that he should 
send me his resignation from a posi- 
tion to which I had not appointed 
him; and th^n withdraw it because 
somelwdy else would not accept it. I 
did not try to answer all his letters, 
not having the time; but I wrote to 
Mr Regensburg ealllug his attention 
to the provision in on Conatltntlon 
that no money can be expended 
without the approval of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and .as the Clip- 
ping Bureau had not been reoogniz- 
e«l by the Execntive Committee, I 
conid not approve the bill. I re- 
quested him to explain these mat- 
ters to Mr. Terry, if pomible with- 
out giving offen.se; but to explain 
them any way. 

Before this letter reached its 
destination Mr. Terry sent me an- 
other letter demanding sharply why 
his bill had not been paid. I re- 
plied, giving the reasons as I bad 
given to Mr. Regensbnrg. 

Therenjwn Mr. Terry notified Mr. 
RegensbuiK that \\in connection with 
the Clipping Bureau was at an end, 
and the notice in the Jottrnal fol- 
lowed . 

There were several other Incidents 
in this little comedy, bur it is not 
neoesaay togointo further details. 

A motion has been made a by 
member cf the Kxecotlve Com- 
mittee to formally recognize the 
Clipping Bureau. Before putting 
the motion I have asked Mr. Re- 
gensburg whether, in view of the 
turn of events, he desires to con- 
tinue the Bureau.

Regret was universally expressed 
iu Chicago when the news of the 
sudden death of the Rev. Austin 
Ward Mann reached here. Not 
very long ago he left this part of his 
once large field to another. In 1875 
he first came to Chicago to minister 
to the deaf and established a mission 
in St. James' Church on the North 
Side. Since then he had been com- 
ing to Chicago for monthly services. 
His work grew to such proportions 
that it was neces.sary for him to look 
around for a young man to take 
charge of the growing , work. The 
Bishop of Chicago offered Mr. Mann 
to come and reside in Chicago per- 
manently, but the latter could not 
leave his large field in Ohio and else- 
where, so the Rev. G. F. Flick was 
transferred from the Southern field 
to his present incumbency in the 
Northwestern field. The late Rev 
.Mr. Mann should ever be remember 
ed as;i,one who had a trying time in 
this early career to break the ice 
of opposition and prejudice of the 
church authorities against ordaining 
deaf men to the ministry, and to win 
recognition of the public for the 
neglected needs of the deaf for pas- 
toral care. Mr. Mann lived to see 
bis work extended to all sections of 
tbe land where the younger brothers 
in his order are doing the .same kind 
of work. Not only within his 
Church was the prejudice broken 
down, but also in the certain de- 
nominations which have admitted 
several deaf men into the ministry. 
That was well. Mr. Mann lived in 
hi '-.s of seeing all the deaf 

vvi iig in the Church that is 

the hKxly of Christ who founded her, 
in one flock and unity. Division 
was the mo.st hated word of his. 
The good ,work he did in Chicago, 
as .elsewhere, is found in large 
number of various ways for the bet- 
terment of the lives of the silent 
people of God Surely the good 
work will live, though our late friend 
and eldest brother be gone. 

The Rev George F. Flick joined 
five deaf clergymen at the funeral in 
Cleveland. The Rev, C. O. Dan- 
tzer, of All Souls', Philadelphia; the 
Rev Oliver J. Wbildin.of Baltimore; 
the Rev. F C. Smielau, of William- 
sport, Pa.; the Rev. B. R. Allafjough, 
of Pittsburgh, Pa.; the Rev. Dr.

The ClKllandea Mensorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Qallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. Tbe present Church 
is Hituated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the 'Street to permit tbe ereo- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of reliKioua and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his nan-e has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligiouH and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Tha 
amount required for " The Qallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 830,000, and the building 
itHelf, iu its position and ])urpoBe, 
will form a connpicuous niuuument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They theuiHelves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
